Montgomery 
carried the three rolumbia precincts 
and alao Wiute Oalc. Halm the resfcof 
ttMOounty 

Hon. L. T Neat, the Republican 
candidate for CoogreM, carried the 
eponty by more than six hundred orer 
Dr Davidson, of Liocoln couuty, and 
the retusus from the other counties 
inthedisariet indicate that lie ha 
been nominated by a safe majority, 
i.4ibottbaer«n huitdred. Ha loat only 

vatea la this eoonty. 

Omciwmdui Helm's majority is es- 
tiaoted at 5,000 in the district. This 
indicates ttiat the Democrats of tins 
district are well pleased witli our 
congressman: that they propose to 
give President Wilson the strongest 
baciiing possible in the belief that 
meo.

In this jweek s issue of the Adair 
County] Kews appears a true copy of 
an order made and placed on the 
Record Book of the Health Officer of 
Adair County, Ky. It is the duty of 
the Health OiBeer to see that those 
orders and instructions are carried 
out, and i shall expect one and all to 
make a thoroogh examination of thei r 
premises or places of business and see 
that they are cleaned up and put in a 
sanitary condition so that oar town 
and county he in a healthier, anltary 
condition. 

It M ordered that all priveys within 
20 feet of any street or alley, side 
walk, dwelling or places of public 
bosiMss be removed at least 20 feet 
from same. 

It is ordered that all business men 
ctaan ap their premises behind their 
business houses and to see that all re- 
fuse material be removed from same, 
lote mowed and cleaned np and here- 
after ah refuse that accumulates in 
and around said business houses be 
brooght to the front, placed In a box 
or barrel so that the man who is em- 
ployed to remove garbage or refuse 
material ean have easy aeoem to same. 
The same rule will apply to private 
dwellings, vacant lots, stieeta, alleys, 
church lots, hotels, stables, te. Place 
all refuse material in a box or barrel 
in front of your premises and they 
will be removed. 
AH premises are expected to be 
fair and cleared of lilth, refuse material, such 
as old plank, boxes, tin eans, paper, 
old irons, weeds, manure, slop, or of 
any and all things that tend to pro- 
duce unaiilitly er nnmltary condi- 
tions. 

It is also ordered that persons be 
prohibited from feeding teams or 
placing anything on the public square 
that creates a nuisance or unsightly 
or unsanitary conditions. The citi- 
zens of the town of Columbia and 
County of Adair will be given one 
week from the publication of this no- 
tice to get their premises hi a perfect- 
ly healthy and sanitary condition. At 
the end of said time a thorough in- 
v^igation will be made throughout

Order if .Board of Health. 



Whereas, an investigation of the 
sanitary condition of the town of Co- 
lumbia Adair county, Ky , reveals 
that said town is in a more or less un- 
sanitary ooodltion, and whereas said 
condition is a menace to the health 
and lives of the people of said town, 
and whereas the Board of Health of 
said town and county feel that they 
are negligent of, and failing in their 
duty nnless those responstUe for this 
condition are made to remove the 
causes of same. Now, therefore, at a 
meeting of the County Board of 
Health held in the office of Hon. Geo 
Herriford, Judge of the Adair county 
conrt, on Thursday, the 3d day of 
August. 1916. Present. Hon. Geo. 
Herriford, S. P. Miller M. D. and N. 
M. Hancock M. D. It is unanimously 
ordered that Dr. S. P. Miller be di- 
rected, ordered and empowered as 
health officer of Adair County, Ky., to 
take such steps and use such means as 
may be necessary to enforce the rules 
and regulations of the State Board of 
Health as applied to both public and 
private sanitation, and specifically to 
have power to compel those engaged 
in public business, such as merchants, 
grooeiymen, poull.ymen, liverymen 
and any and all other persons engaged 
in doing business with or serving the 
public, to keep ttasir ptamleis in a 



have power to exercise such oversight 
and authority over prlTate property, 
as to insure a healthy sanitary condi- 
tions, and he shall especially have such 
authority in the location and care of 
privies and the disposition of garbage,

No more 
successful policy, whether of 
peace or war, was ever evolved 
by an American President to 
meet tlie ezigraeies of a criaia in 
Amerieaa latenatioiMl xdatioiia. 
The PkwidMit neeMded abao- 
lately ia iiweHng tiie piffsmrwmt 
need wliieli lile Eimveaa poHey 
was evolved to meet TlaitBeed 
maaiot the abatement of the 
German policy of making subma- 
rine attacks against merchant 
ships without going through the 
process of visit and search. 

Suppose another man had been 
President of the United States 
when Germany's policy of fright- 
falnen endancered the peace be- 
tween the two govemmenta. 
Soppoie ht had been a man of 
martial ipirit, Imtoad of one 
posiesMd of that keen under- 
standing and sympathy for Amer- 
ican ideals with which Woodrow 
Wilson is imbued. What would 
have been his main objective as 
he formulatee his policy for deal- 
ing with Germany. Suppose 
even that he had gone to war, ^ 
would he not have done this with 
the main purpose of procuring an 
abatement of the outrages which 
Germany had eommitted, and 
thus inimring tor the fntmw that 
reepeet for Amnieaa rights 
which would enable our eitians 
to travel wherefir they willed 
upon the high seas safely and 
without fear of their rights be- 
ing violated. A war or some 
other policy might or might not 
have succeeded in bringing this 
about. The policy which the 
President has followed did suc- 
ceed. His vigorous exertion of 
the moral power of America upon 
tiie intdleeto and hearts 
of tha German ralers 
and tlM German peofile^ and 
hiaeiearly indieatod pnrpoaeto 
break witii Germany it the did 
not respect our rights, compelled 
themost militant of nations to 
bow to America's will. This 
was the supreme diplomatic 
achievement of modern times.
